a.ro not in any way infiuenced by professionalism, but are simply 
inspired by Him of whom the Psalmist says, '* Bless the Lord, O my 
«oui ; and ail tluU is within me, bless His boly name." 

If the majority of our well-to-do Christians, \irho bave enough and 
to spare, would only forego the art of money-making, and spend their 
brief existence hère in winning soûls for the Ma&ter, they might, by 
their consecrated and entbusiastic efforts, hasten on the gloiious coming 
of the King " which eager bearts expect." 

We are not long under the spell of one of the famous Evangelist's 
ad dresses before we discover tbat the call be bad from God many years 
ago, when quite a gipsy-lad, bas not only been lovingly responded to, 
but tbat be, like his great prototype St. Paul, bas been in an unusual 
measure ** obedient to the beavenly vision." His unswerving fidelity 
to his Master, bis implicit belief in his Master's message, and in the 
power of the Holy Spirit working through it to turn sinners fiom 
darkness to light, his intense earnestness as a soul-winner, and his 
bright, sympatbetic, winsome ways — bave undoubtedly a magnetic 
compelling power over the masses, which enable bim to capture the 
beai'ts of bis hearers in a marvellous manner wherever be goes.
